‘Now the various points men- 
tloned above still hald good, even 
although so far Japan has bought 
ne more bonds than she needs to 
cover her sinklng fund ubliga- 
tlons. 

Again there has been no such 
setback in the New. York prices 
of Japanese dollar bonds. These 
are now 22 or 23 per cent above 
the London prices of the Sterling 
bonds. They offer ylelds of 9 to 
10 per cent. They compare with 
current London yields of 12 or 13 


per cent on nearly all the]. 


Sterling bonds. 
LONG VIEW. 

Why, then, have London prices 
weakened? The first reason is 
that once the debt settlement 
was made, speculators in 
Japanese bonds had nothing to 
do but to take their profits. So 
they have been selling, and 
treaisferring ‘thelr activities, to 
other spheres. 

Mennwhile  .the —  Mnancial 
Institutions. havo been buying 
only, on a Mmited scale, while at 
this tino of ‘year. the private 
investor needs all hls money to 
poy his taxes.
